Eighty-five per cent of students 
in the University of Illinois have 
definite religious preferences, ac­ 
cording to a recent tabulation.

The 
Catholic church was second with 
1,703. The Presbyterian church was 
named by 1,578. The Jewish faith 
was listed by 1,314. The Lutheran 
church is the choice of 772, and 
Baptist church of 664. 
The University of Illinois, a state 
institution, is non-sectarian, but va­

dents and faculty.

the 
beam mill where they roll red hot 
steel into beams a hundred fifty 
teet long. From there it was run 
on rollers to where it was cut into 
the proper size to be used for vari­ 
ous purposes. 
After seeing the beam mill we 
walked past eleven huge blast fur­ 
naces, one of which was being re­ 
lined with silica brick. This is nec­ 
essary every two 01 three years and 
costs $750,000. 
After that we went into the pow­ 
er plant which provides power for 
the entire plant. 
In this power 
plant we saw fifteen of the larg­ 
est engines in the world. These en­ 
gines use the escape gases from the 
blast furnaces to create power. To 
give you an idea of the gigantic 
size of these engines they each had 
a flywheel weighing HO tons. The 
piston stroke is sixty-four inches 
and the bore of the cylinder is five 
feet in diameter. These gas en­ 
gines turn huge generators which 
provide electric power. 
We then went to the 
building 
where the open hearth process in 
making iron is used. There were 
fourteen furnaces in this building, 


Nan Rauen, Editor, 
with a total value of eighteen mil­ 
lion dollars. While there We watch- 
cd them tap.one of the furnaces.;* 
This was done by heating a length ! 
of pipe red hot and then running 
oxygen through it. 
This oxygen 
wouid bum out the clay plug and 
the white hot iron would gush into 
a ladle with a capacity of twenty- J 
five tons. 
The heat was intense—4000 de­ 
grees F. The foreman then gave a: 
command, and three men started 
shoveling low carbon magnesium 
into the ladle. This causes the steel 
to become very strong and durable.’1' 
A crane then would pick up thej.j 
ladle and bring it down to the other 
end of the mill where it would be 
poured into ingots which would be 
carried over to the roller mill by a 
small locomotive, specially geared 
lot power. We were all amused at 
the way this miniature locomotive 
chugged along. 
Tne guide then showed us the 
yards where the iron ore and lime­ 
stone 
are 
stored. 
The 
Mesa bi 
Range supplies four-fifths of the 
iron used by the Camegie-Illinois < 
Steel Corporation.

Chairman Davis revealed that the 
two specialists had been dispatched 
to the small northern country less 
than a week after the Red Cross 
allocated $250,000 for the purpose 
of Finnish relief supplies. A sim i­ 
lar amount previously had been set 
up for relief in German-occupied 
Poland, as well as sm aller alloca­ 
tions to the Red Cross societies of 
England, France and non-belliger­ 
ents which have assumed the re­ 
sponsibility of harboring refugees. 
Both physicians en route to Fin­ 
land are representatives of the U. 
S. Public Health Service who were 
on foreign duty in Europe when 
hostilities broke out, 
Mr. Davis 
said. Dr. Vance B. M urray has been 
taken from his post in Berlin, while 
Dr. H. A. Spencer was called from 
duty in Paris. 
Mr. Davis explained 
that the 
$250,000 fund would be used for the 
purchase, by the American Red 
Cross, of medical supplies, g ar­ 
ments and miscellaneous articles 
needed to meet the emergency. Ten 
ambulances will be included in an 
early shipment to Finland from 
this country. 
Meanwhile, thousands of 
Red 
Cross chapter volunteers in this 
country continued the production of 
refugee clothing and surgical dress­ 
ings to fill urgent requests from 
abroad. 
Miss Mabel T. Boardman, nation­ 
al chairm an of Volunteer Service, 
said 204,000 garm ents and 1,784,- 
000 surgical dressings were ship­ 
ped to Europe as of January’ I. She 


explained the m ajority of the g ar­ 
ments will go to Finland and Po­ 
land, where the needs arc most u r­ 
gent. 
W ar relief contributions to the 
American Red Cross neared the 
$400,000 m ark on January I, Mr, 
Davis said. He pointed out, how­ 
ever that this figure represented an 
incomplete return as all rem it­ 
tances from chapters had not been 
forwarded to national headquarters 
tor auditing.
